It is agreed that rats are of no value to 


humanity, but rather a menace to life and a 
destroyer of property. As breeders of dis- 


ease they are recognized by the medical | 


profession everywhére, although local au- 


thorities have been unable to trace any cases 


of disease to rats. : 

Dr. Arthur R. Reynolds, Commissioner 
of Health, heartily supports the proposition 
for international rat-killing. He is con- 
vinced that the bubonic plague is not the 
only disease the spread of which is to be at- 


tributed to rats, and that the people of Chi- 


cago have every reason to wish for a whole+ 


sale slaughter of the rodents. 


Starve Them, Says Dr. Reynolds. 


“One of the best ways to get rid of the 


rats is to rob them of their food and shelter.“ 
sald Dr. Reynolds. I refer especially to 
the house rats, for they are the dangerous 
variety. The rats which infest the grain 
elevators need not be feared, as far as the 
public health is concerned. But the house 
rats are a constant menace, not only to 
health but to property. They ‘thrive on the 
refuse of the table, and it is a well authen- 
ticated fact that they carry Vermin with 
them. Our alleys with their piles of garbage 
and refuse are an invitation to the rats, and 
until the people come to understand the 
necessity for a different system of handling 
their waste stuff they must expect rats to 
thrive. I suggest as a first step toward get- 
ting rid of the pests the adoption of tightly 
closed metal garbage boxes and stricter 


cleanliness about stables.” 


Dr. Ingals Calls Them Useless. 


“If rats are responsible for the spread of 
disease, said Dr. E. Fletcher Ingals, I am 
in favor of their extermination for that rea- 
son alone. As far as I am informed the bu- 
bonic plague is the only disease which owes 
its dissemination to rats, and it seems as 
though the plague is bound to gain a foot- 
hold in this country through their agency. 
I have not studied the subject here in Chi- 
cago, and consequently do not know whether 
any other disease is carried by rats. Rats 
are useless to civilization, however. We 
could get along without them easily enough 
as scavengers.” . 


Merit Death, Says Dr. Quine. | 

It is a question of economics here in Chi- 
cago,’ said Dr. William E. Quine. “‘ There 
is no information to show that rats cut 
any figure in this country as carriers of dis- 
ease. It is only in the oriental countries 
that they can be held responsible for the 
loss of human life. But as destroyers of 
property, the rats merit extermination. I 
am in favor of the suggestion made by Dr. 
Nagusha, but I have no method to recom- 
mend for killing off the rats. | 


Dr. Brower with the Japanese. 

“I’m with the Japanese on the rat e 
tion,“ said Dr. D. R. Brower. “ Rats yay of 
no account in the world, and the quicker they 
are exterminated the better it will be for 
humanity. How to get rid of the pests is an- 
other matter. Perhaps the United States 
will adopt the plan followed in Japan, where 
a bounty of two and one-half cents is paid 
by the government for each rat killed. This 
would make the occupation of rat-killing a 
iucrative one, and a better pastime than kill- 
ing ws. I sympathize with Dr. Nagu- 
sha, and say down with the rats.” 


Hard to Exterminate. 
“There is undoubtedly some danger of 


rats carrying disease with them in their 
travels,” said Dr. Henry T. Byford, “ and, as 


a general proposition, I am in favor of their 


extermination. But I consider the proposi- 
tion for killing them off impracticable.”

C. Griggs & Co. This firm was 
the foundation of the McClurg company, and 
was organized in 1847 as Griggs & Bross. 
Early in 1861 Mr. McClurg enlisted, but his 
services were refused, as the regiments were 
complete. In the summer of 1862—the

cruited the Crosby Guard, and was elected 
Captain. The company became a part of the

back to the educational life of Chicago. 
President. Harper and others in authority 
suid they were at a loss to understand how 
a member of the faculty, as Mr. Jones is, 
could make such statements 

Dr. T. W. Goodspeed, Secretary of the 
Board of Trustees, characterised Dr. Jones’ 
charges as nonsense, and gave it as his 
opinion that some private matter lay behind 
the remarks. He answered the protests by 
explaining that the schools which have been 
added to the university would by no means 
be lost, but would merely have their use- 
fulness augmented by the change. 5 

“ Whence these tears?“ was Dr. Good- 
speed's exclamation when the words of Mr. 
Jones’ sermon were reported to him. 1 
wonder what private grievance he is nursing 
that leads him to make such absurd and 
foolish statements, He seems to forget that 
he is a lecturer in the extension department 
cf the university. He is a member of the 
faculty and owes a certain degree of loyalty 
to the institution. Aside from that, how- 
ever, his charges are ridiculous. . 

“Dr, Jones ought to know that the Chi- 

cago Institute was consolidated with the 
University of Chicago because it was con- 
sidered unwise to duplicate the work that 
was being done by both institutions at a con- 
siderable unnecessary expenditure. So far 
frum being destroyed, the institute has taken 
on a larger and a newer growth. Under the 
ncw arrangement the student can take his 
general college work and his special train- 
ing under one roof and one system, and all 
waste of time and substance is done away 
with. The institute will be managed and 
conducted as it always has been, and really 
is changed in no respect except in name. 
- “The Chicago Manual Training school, 
another of the ‘innocents’ against whose 
slaughter Mr. Jones protests, has been for 
a long time under the full control of the 
university. The only change that will take 
place in its affairs will bea change of loca- 
tion. Its work will go on exactly as it has 
for seventeen years, with better facilities 
and brighter prospects than it ever had 
before.”

FORMER PASS CITY SERVICE TEST, 
‘LATTER GET PLACEs. 


Many Girls on Eligible List Waiting for 
Appointment as Stenographers, but 
New Examination Must Be Held, All 
Requisitions Being for Voters—Low 
Salaries Make Masculine Applicants 

_ Rare—Preference Held to Be for Po- 
‘Mtleal Bather than Business Res- 


Although there is a Jong list of women 
etenographers waiting assignment to posi- 
tions in the city service, the Civil Bervice 
commission has been obliged to advertise 
a new examination to meet the demand for 
men. A majority of the city departments do 
not want women estenographers, and their 
| requisitions on the commission to fill these 
positions are for men. | 
The law permite the department heads to 
make a choice between men and women for 
the positions, and the use which is being 
made of this right is closing to women the 
one branch of the city service which has been 
open to them. In a number of departments 
women already have been supplanted by 
men. | 

When the present eligible Hst was posted 
after an examination held several months} 
ago nearly all. the eligibles were women, 
The few men who has taken the test were 
soon placed at work, and the demand is still] 
for more men. A requisition has been made 
by the library for a man stenographer, and 
one by the Board of Education. 


Because of the low salary paid by the eity 
to employés in this work the men stenogra- | 
phers have been hard to find. In some cases 
the men are preferred because they can be 
employed as secretaries; in ways which the 
city officials think are unsuited to women. 
Stenographers in the Mayor's office, the Con- 
troller’s office, and the office of the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works are men. The posi- 
tion in the Prosecuting Attorney's office is 
filled by a man, as it is in the Street depart- 
ment. The Corporation Counsel, the City 
Engineer, the Street Cleaning department, 
the Health department, and the Civil Service 
commission employ women, but in the ma- 


made the vacancies have been filled by men. 


Commission Cannot Discriminate. 3 
In holding an examination the commission } 
is not allowed to discriminate. While the 
test now advertised is for the express pur- 
pose of securing men, it is open to both men 
and women. The commissioners trust to luck 
to get men on the eligible list, but the result 
is sure to be a large addition to the eligible [ 
While we have a large eligible list for 
positions as stenographers, said Commis- 
sioner Dia, they all are women, and the 
requisitions are for men. We have to hold 
another examination and trust to luck to 
get men to come into it. The difficulty is 
that good men will not work for the salary 
which the city pays. I have not understood 
that there was any sentiment among the city | 
officials for the employment of men rather 
than women, but the requisitions now are 
for men.” i: 
Business Woman's View of It. 
The preference of city officials for men is 
not regarded by business women as an indi- 
cation of general conditions. The political 
character of city positions, even under civil 
service laws, it is said, would make special 
rules hold good for municipal employment. 
Miss Matae B. Cleveland, President of the 
National tion of Business Women, 
said:

dinance. This ordinance, known as the Kin- 
wie street ordinance, applies to all three 
compenies as far west as Western avenue, 
where the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
diverges to the northwest. 

The subway to be constructed will take 
| the place of a viaduct which connects Hum- 
boldt and Garfield Parks, and will be the 
largest in the city, with the exception of the 
one at Forty-third street, beneath the Lake 
Shore tracks. It will be 257 feet long and will 
provide one fifty-foot roadway, two twenty- 
five foot drives, and spacious walks on either 
side of the boulevard. It must. be completed 
within eight months from the date of the 
acceptance of the ordinance, and the ap- 
proaches to West Chicago avenue on the

Based upon our 
present knowledge, derived from studies and 
experiments, both in this country and 
abroad, a dilution of 20,000 cubic feet for

When the curtain fell on the last act of 
* David Garrick” last night, the Powers’ 
Theater audience called for a speech from 
Mr. Willard. Thinking, perhaps, that any 
audience willing to delay the rush for the 
exits ought to be given its desire, the actor 
assented, 

It is almost worth while,“ he said, simply, 
“to suffer from a serious illness, and to b 
forced for a time to retire from the stage, 
only to receive such a welcome on one’s re- 
turn.“ 

Nor were the words more gracious than the 
reception which inspired them, for the occa- 
sion of this actor’s return after an absence of 
three seasons was in every sense agreeable, 
Even his choice of a play was to be com- 
mended, not alone for a certain astuteness, 
which had nothing to do with the acting 
proper, but because it was well and divert- 
ingly performed. Truly an actor who wants 
to give dramatic color to his reéntrance upon 
a stage which has missed him in the interval 
and who wants to prove himself restored to 
every physical and mental faculty, can do 
no better than play David Garrick.” It 
is 4n actor’s stunt, allowing him not only the 
whole of the stage all of the time, but call- 
ing upon him to sound every one of the emo- 
tional chords which are an actor’s posses- | 
sion. 

In Mr. Willard’s case the pictorial quality 
of the part, as well as its sounding-board, 
was suited to the service of reintroducing 
him. He came ion looking almost youthful, 
and with a ng so vigorous and buoyant 
that the memory of his past illness was ex- 
Ued in a moment. His finely resonant voice, 
when the applai of his entrance subsided 
enough to let it be heard, was full, clear, 
and without trace of weakness in it. Not 
until the eyes and ears were thus 
did the audience settle itself down to the en- 
joyment of the evening. There seemed be- 
fore to be the fear that a Willard aged or 


Mr. Willard’s' art is not the sort which in- 
vites the rapturous use of adjectives. It is 
so sure and reliable that it shames hysteria 
and exaggeration. But it grips the mind 
and is not forgotten, and when the record is 
written of the actors who in this generation 
have enriched the realm of the drama with 
grace, sentiment, culture, and a quiet pos- 
itivism, Mr. Willard will not be forgotten. 
His reserve is not always hardness. 

Last night the reserve itself was not often 
called upon, as those familiar with the play 
of “ David Garrick” scarcely need be told. 
There was not more than a touch of ranting, 
however, and that belonged there. The ex- 
cerpts from Shakspearean tragedy, in which 
the second act abounds, were meant for full- 
lunged utterance. Mr. Willard’s interpreta- 
tion of the role has not changed measurably. 
His most telling scene remained that of sim- 
ulated drunkenness in the second act. 

The scenes of sentiment were prettily han- 
died, and for the result Mr. Willard was not 
a little the debtor to his chief associate, Miss 
Maud Hoffman. The latter’s impersonation 
of Ada Ingot, the adoring girl whom David 
Garrick sought to cure bf her love for him, 
was neither vapid norunduly emotional. It 
might have been lighter, but some virtues 
are better than none at all. ro, 

The company also was something better 
than adequate, aud the roles of Alderman 
Ingot and of Scapégrace Richard Chivy were 
ably characterized by Mr. Frederick Volpe 
and Mr. Ernest Stallard. . 

As a curtain raiser a playlet called The 
Interview” was employed. It did not 
heighten the pleasure of the evening. It was 
a dialogue, and not a witty one.
